THE CATHOLIC PRELATE 1S ALWAYS A PATRIOT | 


[Suggested by the death of Cardinal Gibbons] , 


With no American was love of country such a passion as with the late ‘Cardinal 
Gibbons. He was not only ever practising and preaching patriotism, but was the slowest 
of all Americans to believe that his country could have enemies within its gates. He 
anys oe to believe that there could exist on the part of thousands in the United States 

an organized effort to deprive others of the religious liberty guaranteed them by the 
Constitution, and hence never raised his voice against the anti-Catholic propaganda until 


few weeks ago, when, in an article written for the Metropolitan Publishing Company, 
e wrote: 


“As the years go by I am more than ever convinced that the Constitution of the 
United States is the greatest instrument of government that ever issued from the hand of 
man. I fear no enemy from without. The enemy I fear is he who, forgetting human 
nature and the history of Europe, would raise the question of another’s religious belief 
and introduce strife and discord into the life of our country.” 

In an: interview published in the March number of the American Magazine the 
Cardinal said: “Say to your young men for me: ‘Be tolerant. Forget the prejudices 
that separate you from other men, and remember the great common ties that bind us all 
together as children of God, traveling the road of life together,’ ”’ 

The Cardinal was only a type of the average Catholic Prelate, in whose heart love 
of country holds a place only second to the love of God, and who proclaims that patriotism 
is enjoined by religion itself. 

No wonder that as soon as Congress declared war against the Central Powers in 
April, 1917, the Catholic hierarchy, as a Body, pledged its loyalty in these words: 

“Mr. President: Standing firmly wpon our solid Catholic tradition and history 
from the very foundation of this nation, we reaffirm in this hour of stress and trial our 


most sacred and sincere loyalty and patriotism toward our country, our government and 
our flag, 


“Inspired neither by hate nor fear, but by the holy sentiments of truest patriotic 
fervor and zeal; we stand ready, we and all the flock committed to our keeping, to co- 
operate in every way possible with our President and our nationa! governnient to the 
end that the great and holy cause of liberty may triumph, and that our beloved country 
may emerge from this hour of test stronger and nobler than ever.” 

Cardinal Mercier is admittedly the foremost patriot of Belgium. 


The world over, the Catholic bishop is intensely patriotic. Note Cardinal Bourne 
of England defending his country while Cardinal Logue and his suffragan bishops sympa- 
thize with the aspirations of the Irish people. The French bishops love “la belle France” 
ardently ; the bishops of Germany, of Italy, of Spain, of South America are not only ex- 
emplars of loyalty, but they have really been the saviors of their country inst the 
machinations of bolshevists and the irreligious.
